AH AIM ACCIDENT 


The Worst Catastrophe for Team 


on the Mississippi River. 


ill EXPLOSIOP 01 THE STEiCE OHO 


Causes the Instant Death of Five Per- 


sons, While Severs! Die of Their 


Injuries and Many Other are 


Fatally Scolded. 


CAIRO, 111., May 8.—One of the worst 


catastrophes which has occurred in 
this region for Teen, took place on the 
Mississippi river at Wolf island, twen- 
ty-four miles below thin city, at 7:45 
yesterday morning. A rear end of one 
of the boilers of the steamer Ohio, a 
Cincinnati and Memphis packet, blew 
out, filling the deck-cabin with steam 
and boiling water. Several of the 
deck-hands and deck passengers who 
were eating breakfast at the time were 
literally cooked alive, and a large num- 
ber were seriously burned. Five per- 
sons were killed and twenty-five in- 
jured, many of whom will die. 


The wildest consternation reigned on 


board the boat, and the screams of the 
passengers and the groans and appeals 
erf the injured made the scene a terri- 
ble one. The boat could proceed no 
further, and for several hours it lay at 
the bank while the unfortunate vic- 
tims lay on the deck writhing in agony 
and calling aloud for aid. At last the 
tug Aegeua hove in sight. She was 
hailed, and the sufferers, twenty-two in 
number, were transferred to her, and 
she then immediately steamed to this 
city. 


Word had been telegraphed ahead 


and every physician in town was on the 
wharf to meet her. The suffering of 
the victims was alleviated as much as 
possible. 
Before they could be re- 


moved from the boat some of them were 
dead. The balance were transferred 
to the United States marine hospital. 
Another died soon after reaching 
there. The surgeon declares that ten 
of the sixteen now in the hospital will 
die. 


Cyrus Meyers was insane with pain, 


and to relieve himself jumped into the 
river. He went to the bottom at once 
and was seen no more. 


W. H. Dickey, of Newport, Ky., was 


seriously injured and may lose the 
sight of both eyes. Aaron Burr John- 
son, a white boy, of Memphis, was 
scalded from head to foot and is not 
likely to survive. 


C. J. Patterson, of Orange, N. J., will 


recover. None of the cabin passengers 
were injured. 


The boat was badly disabled by the 


accident. She was towed up the river 
and reached here last night. Her pas- 
sengers will be forwarded to their 
destinations by rail. 


The cargo largely consisted of live 


stock and many head were killed. 


FIGHTING EDITORS. 


A Sanguinary Vesting: Prevented by a 
Timely Arrest. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., May 7.—E. W. 


Carmack and A. Vf. Collier, editors, 
who have been for several days de- 
nouncing each other in their respective 
papers, made desperate efforts yester- 
day to ' 'meet by accident'' and fight a 
duel, but through the intervention of 
the law were prevented from coining 
together. Collier had a lively tussle 
with a deputy sheriff, but finally suc- 
ceeced in getting away from him and 
started for the meeting place at Holly 
Springs. Carmaok, however, was ar- 
rested in the smoker of the train he 
was about to start on and conveyed to 
the criminal court. Collier and party 
returned to Memphis last evening, and 
it is said will be arrested for resisting 
an officer. It is probable that another 
effort will be made to-morrow to bring 
the men together. 


Collier was arrested and both the bel- 


ligerents have been placed under peace 
bonds in the sum of $10,000. 


Fourteen Men Seriously Injured. 


PITTSBURGH, Pa., May 7 —At 1:SO 


o'clock yesterday afternoon fourteen 
men were seriously injured at the Ed- 
gar Thomas steel works, at Ilr addock, 
and some of them may die. Six cars 
loaded with iron ore had been run on 
to a trestle thirty feet above the stock 
yards. About twenty men were shovel- 
ing the ore from the cars when with- 
out warning the trestle gave way and 
cars, ore, ti mber and men were hurled 
to the floor of the stock yard below. 
Doctors Stewart and Weida were sum- 
moned, but half an hour elapsed be- 
fore all of the injured had been re- 
moved. The men were terribly man- 
fried, some having skulls fractured, 
others with limbs broken and bodies 
badly bruised. All of the injured were 
Hungarians and are known only by 
their check numbers. 
About forty 


feet of the trestle was wrecked. 


The HoBhelmer Whisky Cases. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., May 7.—The fa 


mous Hoffheimer whisky cases, which 
were begun two years ago by the sen- 
sational seizure of several thousand 
barrels of whisky, were formally set- 
tled in the United States court yester- 
day. By the order of the solicitor 01 
the treasury the cases were dismissed 
on payment of the costs. The whisky 
seized was consigned to Hoffheimer 
Bros,, of New York. It had been im- 
ported to Bermuda where it is alleged 
it was doctored and reimported. A 
compromise was affected about a month 
ago by which the government was re- 
paid the tax of which it was said to 
have been defrauded and the formal 
dismissal occurred yesterday. 


The Theodore Thomao Investigation. 
CHICAGO, May 7.—No meeting of the 


committee of the National World's fair 
commission appointed to investigate 
the charges against Theodore Thomas 
and the management of the music bu- 
reau was held last night. The com- 
mittee was to have met at the I'alrai-r 
house to outline tlie plan of invostiga 
tion, but the gathering- was postponed.

And the Train, Moving at a Terrific Speed 


on • Down Grade, Leaves the Truck, 


Several Care. 


LA FA.TXTTI, Ini, May 8.—Ten lives 


Were crushed out in the worst railway 
accident known hi the history of La 
Fayette, both in fatalities and in dam- 
age to property, which occurred yes- 
terday morning at 1:15 o'clock at the 
South-street depot. The Big Four 
train No. la, from Chicago, came In on 
time and its engine, baggage-car, pos- 
tal-cars and one expreis car were to- 
tally wrecked, immediately at the 
south end of the passenger station. The 
accident was caused by the failure oi 
the air brakes to properly work. 


The train came dashing along the 


track near the South-f treet depot at a 
high speed and when it reached a point 
about t<X> yards from South street the. 
engine left the track and dragged the 
mentioned cars with it. The engine 
was dashed to pieces, the baggage cat 
reduced to splinters, the mail cars were 
overturned and letters, papers, etc., 
scattered far and near. The trucks ol 
the first passenger coach were dragged 
out and the left rear-aide of the coach 
was knocked into fragments. The es- 
cape of any passengers in the ears wa> 
almost miraculous. 


The crash tore away the covered por- 


tion of the platform, extinguishing the 
lights, leaving the scene in utter dark- 
ness and operating against immediate 
work of rescuing the victims. The po- 
lice t force and fire department wen 
called, the latter to extinguish a fire 
which started in the wreck, which It 
did with little trouble. 


Willing hands set to work lifting 


the unfortunates from beneath the 
awful mass of wreckage. Many vic- 
tims were dead when found, and the 
majority were frightfully mangled. 
Ten persons in all were killed and ten 
seriously injured.

This action was taken 
at the request of the Spanish minister 
for foreign affairs, and came officially 
through the United States minister at 
Madrid.
